In his first campaign speech in 
the deep South, the Democratic 
nominee offered a six-point medi- 
cal and welfare program of his 
own at the “‘little White House’’ 
where Franklin D. Roosevelt 


sought a cure for polio and 
where he died in 1945. 

The public address system = 
failed to function for more than 
half an hour so Kennedy elim- 
inated many parts of his pre- 
pared speech, including man 
attacks on Nixon. The charge 
of election yefr hypocrisy was 
not mentioned. 

He did, however, elaborate the 
brief mention of civil rights. | 
There was no applause when he 
said, ““Yes, I have said in every 
section of the country we must | 
make it possible for all to par- | 
ticipate fully in America. We) 
must assure every American a 
full participation in his constitu- 
tional rights.” 

Welcomed by Talmadge. 

When Kennedy's plane landed

Normally, the Labor Depart- | 
ment expects a post-summer | 
drop of about 750,000 in the num- 


ber of employed persons in Sep- | 


tember, compared with August. | 
Seymour Wolfbein, deputy as- 
_sistant secretary of Labor, at- | 
tributed the smaller-than-usual | 
decline principally to an increase | 
of 134,000 in the number of farm | 
jobs. 

Unemployment declined from 
3,788,000 persons out of work 
in August to 3,388,000 last month. 
in joblessness was 
about 100,000 more than sea- 


sonally anticipated for Septem- | 


er. 

Wolfbein pointed out, however, 
that the unemployment rate in 
September was still more than 5 
per cent of the total work force. 
The rate last-month was 5.7 per 
cent, compared with 5.9 per cent 
in August. 


If the 5.7 per cent rate holds 
for the remainder of this year, 
allowing for seasonal adjust- 
ments, unemployment this month 
will total about 3,200,000 persons, 
Wolfbein said. The total would 
rise to about 3,800,000 by the end 
of the year and to 4,500,000 in

The Moscow-trained African 
said the United Nations “has 
taken away from peace and se- 
curity more than it has supplied 
to it” in The Congo. 


He followed the Soviet line 
in demanding U.N. support for 
ousted Premier Patrice Lumum- 
ba, now in the middle of an- 
other attempt to regain power 
in The Congo. 

“It is impossible not to place 
the United Nations in the very 
center of responsibility for the 
confusion created in The Con- 
go,” Toure told the U.N. General 
Assembly.

NEW YORK, Oct. is—A sweep- 
ing set of guidelines to help the 
United States meet what is 
terméd a ‘‘crisis in command 
has beeh drawn up by a team of 
more than 100 officers and civil- 
jah scientists. 

The group, sét up by the Air 
Force iast January, définés the 
crisis this way: 

The development of nuclear 
Weapons and of missiles able to 
span half the globe in minutes 
méahs staggering new burdens 
for top-level commanders. 


Commanders will have to 
make awesome decisions quick- 
ly. In doing so, they must 
wéigh ah overwhelming volume 
of data collected by planes, 
satellités, ships and ground- 
based Sources. They cafhot 
de - centralize decision - making 
beeause one Wrong move could 
be calamitous. They must exer- 
cisé Fanatic caré not to let war 
erupt by accident. 


So far as the volume of data 
and the dangér of accident are 
coheernéd, the crisis in 
mand alréady is here. The com- 
pression of time will become 
acute as missilés réplace bomb- 
érs as thé main threat. 

Broad Recommendations 

To méét the crisis, the team 
of sciéntists, after months of 
study, has come up With a se- 
riés Of broad récommendations. 
They call for: 

1. Greater @mphasis on the 
development of austere ‘‘back- 
pone” command cénters that 
Could rid@ out 4 nuclear assault 
Survivability would be achieved 
by hardness (concréte bunkers), 
Mobility, dispérsal and multi- 
plicity of equipment. 

2. Studies to determine 
whether the Air Force might 
net Be dévotifie too much effort 
—and money—to the currently- 
envisaged assortment of ‘‘sen- 
sor’ 
radar, infra-red and other Svs- 
tems for performing reconnais- 
sance and for Warning of attack. 

3. Incréaséd consolidation of 
the mahapement of thé many 
projects designed to enable 
commanders to make and carry 
out décisions. Cost of thé proj- 
cts rins into billions. Among 
them are: Automatéd command 
centérs for major military or- 
ganizations; satellites for 
veillance, warning and commun- 
ication; the ballistic missile 
early warning system (BMEWS)}: 
the distant early warning 
(DEW) line; spacé track for 
monitoring flights of space ve- 
hicles; a network for gathering 
weather data, and systems for 
gathering and processing intelli- 
pence data. 

4. Increased attention to the 
dovetailing of separaté coth- 
mand, ‘control arid Sensor sys- 
tems. Lack of compatability be- 
tween systems, it-i8 Suggested, 
could eventually result in loss 
of control of the military ma- 
chine. 

5. Investigation of the deésir- 
ability of setting up a sitsle 
automated warning center to pro- 
vide the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
the President with immediate in- 
dications of an impending or ac 
tual attack. 

6. Greatér emphasis on mobile 
command facilities for use in 
limited war. 


More Complications. 

It has fong been recognized 
that the néw weapons would 
vastiy complicate the business of 
commanding the nation’s forcés, 
whether from an underground 
bunker manned bv the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff or from under- 
ground or mobile command posts 
of such major outfits as the 
Strategic Air Command. 

It has been recognized, too.

Predicts Nixon Victory. 

Mitchell predicted at the 
G.O.P. dinner that Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon will win 
in November and added, ‘I have 
worked closely with Dick Nixon 
for seven years and I don’t 
know of a man who knows more 
about government and what 
goes on in government than 
this man.” 

One of the major issues in 
this campaign, he said, is, ‘“‘Do 
we want the kind of government 
that permits the flower of deci- 
sion at the local level or do we 
want to channel all the water 
to Washington. If we channel 
all the water to Washington, the 
rest of the country dries up.

A’ crowd in the Youngstown 
public square cheered him fre- 
quently when he promised fis- 
cal. and monetary policies that 
provide full employment, social 
security medical care for the 
elderly and better schools.

In more prosperous Warren. 
before another good-sized crowd | 
he contrasted the United Na- 
tions’s General Assembly vote 
on the admission of Red China 
with Nixon’s boast that of the 
70 to 0 vote rejecting the Russian 


condemnation of Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammerskjold. | 

The crowds were impressive | 
in size, considering that as com- 
petition there was a Sunday aft- 
ernoon World Series baseball 
game. In both places and along 
the streets in such towns as 
Niles, birthplace of President 
McKinley, and Girard the crowds 
stood five to ten deep for several 
blocks. At Salem, the last speak- 
ing stop of the evening, thou- 
sands of persons waited in the 
high school stadium for two 
hours to hear the U.N. speech. 
The party was that much behind 
schedule. 

The three-plane entourage flew 
into Louisville shortly after mid- 
night, Washington time. It had 
been a 12-hour campaign day. 
It left Washington at noon. The 
Louisville airport is about five 
miles from town yet a cheering 
crowd of hundreds was on hand 
to greet him. 

The remarkable aspect of the 
Sunday crowds was the number 
of actual voters. There were 
family groups with the father 
often holding one of the chil- 
dren on his shoulder, A large | 
number of men were in the jam 
at Youngstown. 

In daring Nixon to come to the 
Mahoming valley, where Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube, Republic 
and United States Steel have 
large piants, Kennedy said: 


“If you are at 44 per cent ca- 
pacity of production now, at the 
very time when the automobile 
industry is making its most cars 
for the year, what will it be in 
December, January, February 
and March, if this Administra- 
tion continues its policies that 
have led us to this position, not 
only here in Youngstown but all 
over the United States, not only 
in the United States btu all over 
¢he world?’ 

Kennedy departed 


widely 


from the speech distributed in 


advance of the Youngstown ap- 
pearance. In that text he prom- 
ised a four-point program to 
meet the crisis in the steel in- 
dustry which crisis he said ‘‘is 
an economic headache for the 
whole nation—not only in 1960 
but in all likelihood for the 
decade to come.” 

The four points were: 

1. Maintenance of full em- 
ployment and maximum 
growth policies for the whole 
economy. He said this could 
be achieved by easing tight- 
money policies, which would 
expand highway, housing and 
school-construction programs. 

2. Repassing the depressed- 
areas legislation twice ve- 
toed by President Eisenhower. 
He said this would make 
means available for attract- 
ing new industries and re- 
training workers forced from 
their jobs by technological 
changes. 

3. Moving ahead on urban 
renewal and slum -clearance 
programs. 

4. Extending “practical pro- 
grams” to ease the lot of per- 
sons caught in the steel cri- 
ses. “Those forced to rely on 
unemployment insurance,” he 
said, ‘should receive more 
adequate benefits for a more 
adequate period. Those forced 
to rely on surplus food pack- 
ages should receive a more 
balanced, nourishing diet.’’ 
Instead of these passages, 

Kennedy interpolated an attack 
on Nixon for calling the Senator’s 
medical aid plan “‘too extreme.” 

Asserting that the compromise 
bill which the President signed 
requires a “‘pauper’s oath,” he 
said his plan would pay its own 
way and permit the beneficiaries 
“to live in dignity.’”” This bought 
prolonged applause. 

At Warren, the crowd was less 
demonstrative than at Youngs- 
town, although the attacks on 
Nixon were harder and more de- 
tailed. 

Twice yesterday Kennedy used 
Saturday’s United Nations vote 
on the admission of Red China 
to strike hard at Nixon on the 


question of whether American | 


prestige is rising or falling. 

Kennedy said the 42 to 34 vote 
Saturday to put off for another 
year the Communist China ques- 
tion was a far cry from the 
victory margin in 1952 when only 
seven nations voted against the 
United States.

A Nationalist defeat of the 
Chinese Communist, Chiang 
said, would benefit China and 
the free world. 


“The importance of Chima’s 
position to world peace, espe- 
cially to the security and free- 
dom of Asia, is really unparal- 
leled. That is why we are con- 
vinced that the destiny of the 
Republic of China is inseparably 
linked with that of Asia and of 
the free world,”’ he said.

LEOPOLDVILLE, Oct. 10 (AP)

Following the deposed Pre- 
mier’s trip through Leopoldville’s 
native quarter last night, Mo- 
butu today ordered Lumumba’s 
residence ringed with 200 heavily 
armed Congolese soldiers. 

There was a brief scuffle as 
troops drove back a crowd of 
Lumumba supporters with rifle 
butts. One shot was fired into 
the air. Ten of the pro-Lu- 
mumba crowd were taken into 
custody. One or two were re- 
ported slightly injured. 

Mobutu at Scene. 

Mobutu himself went to the 
scene and told one of his of- 
ficers: ‘‘Nobody must go in or 
go out.” 

As soon as Mobutu left, Lu- 
mumba walked out on his bal- 
cony and shouted: 

“T am not a prisoner. I am 
still master, The people are still 
| with me.” 

There were no further in- 
cidents. A little later Mobutu 
ordered the troop strength 
around Lumumba’s home cut to 
50 men. 

Soldiers told reporters they 
had been ordered to the resi- 
dence to “prevent Lumumba 
from making politics.’ 

They sa‘d they had no orders 
to arrest Lumumba but that they 
were there to prevent his po-

r. and Mrs. B are both age 65. When they 
were 50 they began an annual program 
which has accomplished much for them. It has 
increased their after-tax income each year, it will 
decrease the prospective tax on B’s estate, it will 
increase Mrs. B’s income if she survives her hus- 
band and it will provide a substantial gift for B’s 
university on the death of the survivor of Mr. and 
Mrs. B. 

During the past fifteen years, the B’s taxable 
income has ranged from $49,000 to $52,000 per 
year—about two-thirds derived from B’s salary 
and the remainder from income on his securities. 
Fifteen years ago B established an irrevocable 
trust of $10,000 in securities. He provided that the 
income be paid to him for life and after his death 
to his wife for life and that upon the death of the 
survivor the principal would go to his university. 
At the time he created this trust he got an income 
tax deduction as a gift to charity of the present 
value of the $10,000 going to the university at the 
death of the survivor. This value of his tax-free 
gift was determined from tables published by the 
Internal Revenue Service and amounted to $3,805.

income. This sum invested in high grade munici- 
pal bonds at today’s market will provide them 
with about $1,275 per year tax-free income. In 
addition, all but the life income to his wife will 
be excluded from his estate for tax purposes. As 
a result of the income tax saving, the tax-free in- 
come from investing it in municipal bonds, and 
the prospective estate tax saving, a substantial 
part of the amount going to his university at the 
death of the survivor will be offset by tax savings 
and increases in after-tax income. In addition, the 
saving on B’s estate tax will provide that much ad- 
ditional money to produce income for Mrs. B dur- 
ing such period as. she may survive her husband.

The fading away of the Administration’s 
cherished budget surplus for the current 
fiscal year offers another reason for skepti- 
cism about Secretary Anderson’s claim that 
the recession—or adjustment—is behind us. 


Last January when President Eisenhower 
proudly forecast a surplus of more than four 
billion dollars in his last hudget, the assump- 
tion was that 1960 would be a fine year 
economically, with all its opulence flowering 
just before election. But now Budget Director 
Stans concedes that what looked like four 
billion to spare then looks like barely a bil- 
lion today. The fact is that even this reduced 
estimate may be overstating the surplus. 

. ad ~ 

For the adjustment which Secretary Ander- 
son held to be all over still shows signs of 
persisting. For example, steel production, 
which was supposed to turn up in October 
after bumping along at half capacity for 
many months, has not in fact turned up, but 
down. According to the Wall Street Journal 
a growing number of steel men now doubt the 
likelihood of any substantial production gain 
until November, “if then.” 

U. 8S. News and World Report:says “signs 
of recession” are now showing up in almost 
all the important business indicators, that 
production upturns predicted a few weeks 
ago are not taking place, that orders received 
by manufacturers do not point to an early 
recovery. Comparing the latest month with 
the peak month since the end of the 1957-58 
recession, this magazine ‘reports that total 
industrial output is down 1.8 per cent, steel 
46.7 per cent, autos 14.9 per cent, television 
sets 22 per cent, washers 48.5 per cent, hous- 
ing starts 21.5 per cent. The stock market's 
doldrums clearly evidence the opinion of a 
large number of investors that next year 


does not look so good, either. 
. . . 


Despite these figures, it must be remem- 
bered that the adjustment, or recession, or 
whatever it is, is taking place on a very high 
level. Gross national product still looks to 
be more than 500 billion dollars for the year, 
and personal income is still running at a 
record rate of more than 407 billions. With 
close to 67 million persons employed we are 
far from a massive depression. Yet this third 
recession in eight years of the Eisenhower 
Administration must give the next Adminis- 
tration much to think about. 


If the national economy nas not. been 
growing rapidly enough on the average, much 
of the reason may lie in the fact that we 
have not been able to sustain a steady econ- 
omy at full employment. The peaks too often 
have been only a momentry prelude to an- 
other slow slide into recession. Not all fluc- 
tuations, of course, can or should be ironed 
out, but clearly any attack on the problem 
of inadequate economic growth must include 
an effort to plan our affairs for sustained 
and sound expansion. That will be one of the 
first challenges to face the next Adminis- 
tration. 


Against Balkanization 


Even the most casual consideration of the 
mushroom growth of metropolitan St. Louis, 
especially since the end of World War II, 
drives home the conclusion that its planless- 
ness is begetting problems which in time may 
offset all the gains represented by this expan- 
sion. We are threatened by a balkanized 
community in which each of a hundred sub- 
communities seeks its advantage at the ex- 
pense of all the others. 


So it was encouraging to hear C. Armel 
Nutter, president of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards, plead in Toronto for 
a public understanding of the need for “an 
effective, controlling plan—or a single munic- 
ipal jurisdiction—for an entire metropolitan 
area.” Such an understanding hardly was 
widespread enough ‘in St. Louis when the 
freeholders proposed their solution. Mr. 
Nutter went on to say: 


Realtors understand that competition be- 
tween the heart of a great urban community 
and its own outer parts is a sterile competi- 
tion, which need not occur under intelligent 
planning and co-ordinated development of 
the community as a whole. Unplanned growth 
has a devastating effect upon the usefulness 
of property, upon amenity and neighborhood 
quality, upon value and its stability, and 
upon the tax burden that real property car- 
ries, 


In short, he said that unless balkanization 
is corrected, today’s “exclusive” suburb will 
be tomorrow’s slum. The future of St. Louis— 
the whole community and not merely the 
section within the city limits—depends on a 
realization of this threat not merely by 
real estate people, but by everybody in the 
community. The sooner St. Louisans recog- 
nize their community as the entity it is, the 
better off all will be. This is another of those 
matters which might well be put on the 
agenda for action preliminary to the celebra- 
tion of the St. Louis bicentenary in 1964. 


Sound Advice to Japan 


Japan should lower restrictions on the im- 
portation of American products more speed- 
ily. So said Eugene M. Braderman, director 
of the Far Eastern division of the Department 
of Commerce, at the Far East conference just 
ended in New York. Our liberal policy has 
greatly enlarged Japanese exports to this 
country, and Tokyo should reciprocate. He 
added: 


Our businessmen are impatient, and right- 
ly so. They feel the time has long since 
passed for the denial of reciprocity by our 
trading partners. They want to reap the 
benefits of the tariff concessions granted to 
us by Japan and other countries which have 
been vitiated over the years because of re- 
strictions. 


While Japan recently lifted restrictions on 
270 items made in the United States, it still 
maintains more import restrictions than any 
other major trading nation. Further, tariff 
cuts linked to import quotas mean little. 
There was some excuse for quotas in the 
rebuilding years after the war. But Japan 
has passed through that abnormal period into 
high prosperity. It ought to act accordingly. 

Protectionism is as futile for Japan as it 
is for the United States or any other indus- 
trial country. The European Common Market, 
for example, recognized this fundamental 
when it extended its first 20 per cent tariff 
cut to non-members. But the trend toward 
more and more cuts in tariffs and import 
quotas will be reversed if some nations accept 
the: benefits without according similar bene- 
fits to others. 

If the Common Market, the United States 


a 


and others switched their policies—and there 
are minorities pressing for just this—the 
world of trade would be fragmented. Co-op- 
eration in the political and the military field 
would become increasingly difficult. The 
grand alliance of the free world would be 
subject to virtually irresistible tensions. 
Everybody would lose except the Communist 
blocs. This should be clear to the Japanese 
In their exposed position, they have the most 
to lose by clinging to a trade policy which 
can only be called disruptive. 


The Test of the Pudding 


In spite of the urging of Vice President 
Nixon, only two states—Michigan and Massa- 
chusetts—have made anything like an effort 
to take advantage of the old age herlth 
bill adopted in the post-convention session of 
Congress. That those two have so far been 
unable to do so makes it more clear than 
ever that it is an unwise and perhaps un- 
workable measure, designed chiefly to block 
the Social Security approach advocated by 
Senator Kennedy, Gov. Rockefeller and others. 


Many states, of course, were unable to ac- 
cept the offered federal aid because their 
legislatures were not in session and, in some 
cases, will not meet until 1962. It is necessary 
for a state to set up a program to which 
Washington will contribute 50 per cent of the 
costs. There is uncertainty, however, as to 
how the other 50 per cent may be raised. 
And there is no guidance as to eligibility. 
Thus New York might make 755,000 persons 
over 65 eligible or, under another plan, only 
81,000. Costs would vary accordingly. Na- 
tionally, as many as 10,000,000 might be eli- 
gible — or very few, depending on how the 
various states define the term “medically 
indigent.” Some might recoup much of the 
money already being spent for medical aid, 
doing little to fill needs currently unmet. 


In some states — Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland and Tennessee among them — 
drastic changes will have to be made in the 
public assistance laws before they can par- 
ticipate. The major objection, however, seems 
to be that the federal contribution — and by 
implication, the state’s share as well — is 


‘to come from general revenues. That implies 


an unwelcome increase in taxation. 


If the plan were based on the Social Se- 
curity system, this general objection would 
not arise. True there would be an increase in 
Social Security taxes, but these really are in- 
surance premiums paid during working years 
for benefits to be received after retirement. 
Furthermore, medical care would be available 
to all who are covered, instead of merely to 
those meeting a definition of “medical in- 
digence.” 


While Mr. Nixon admits that the plan has 
its defects, he still opposes the Social Security 
approach. It is easy to understand why Gov. 
Rockefeller wants to wait to see if the next 
Congress will not come around to it. If the 
test of the pudding is in the eating, he will 
not be disappointed. 


International Dead Beat? 


The United Nations cannot evict Khrush- 
chev for refusing to pay his bills, but if he 
will not contribute his share of the costs of 
the international organization what can be 
done about it? This question is prompted by 
the report that the Soviet Union has not paid 
its share ($2,721,932) of the cost of sending 
a U.N. force to act in the Suez crisis four 
years ago. It can be taken for granted that 
as long as Russia did not have its way in the 
Congo it will not pay its share of the U.N. 
costs there either. 


Russia is supposed to defray a total of 13.6 
per cent of the U.N. budget. If it falls two 
years in arrears it can be denied its vote in 
the General Assembly. But it cannot be 
forced to pay and it cannot be suspended. 
Neither can the Russian satellites if they 
should refuse to pay. If other nations were 
to adopt the policy of refusing to support 
operations that did not please them, the U.N. 
soon would be in difficulties. It may be that 
pressure from the new U.N. members will 
tend to keep the Communists in line. New 
countries that have a difficult time meeting 
even their small contribution are not likely 
to sympathize with the big ones that can pay 
but won't, 


Whew! 


Six years ago the state knew it would have 
to widen the Express Highway section of the 
Boone route. Four years ago the state ap- 
proved the plan, then a year ago added the 
Kingshighway relocation to it. Now the 
Board of Aldermen has finally granted its 
approval to the project. Only Alderman Jo- 
seph Roddy voted No. At least Mr. Roddy’s 
streets committee did not block this project 
as long as it blocked the Ozark route—a mat- 
ter of four years. So the political brakes are 
off, and the expressway program can begin 
to catch up with the traffic that needs it. 


Two Political Tours 

During last week’s last three days Gen. 
De Gaulle made another of those provincial 
tours in which he expounds his policies. 
About Algeria especially, he said nothing new, 
simply repeating that France would settle 
matters without interference by the United 
Nations or anybody else. 


In Paris meanwhile a right-wing group, 
headed by Marshal Juin, issued a manifesto 
denouncing as traitors the prominent French- 
men and their supporters who recently called 
for a negotiated settlement of the North 
African war and defended the right of French 
youth to refuse to participate in it. 

Also while Gen. De Gaulle was in the 
provinces, Ferhat Abbas, premier of the Al- 
gerian provisional government, appeared in 
Moscow. He stopped there on his way back 
from Peiping, apparently taking the Russians 
by surprise. But after he asked them to “con- 
cern themselves with the problem of Algeria,” 
the Kremlin quickly rounded up a batch of 
high functionaries to assure him that’ the 
Soviet Union believes it has a sacred duty to 
help in the liberation of the Algerians and 
all other oppressed peoples. 


Time was when Abbas—who was educated 
in France, married a French woman and sent 
his children to French schools—regarded him- 
self as almost more French than the French. 
From that viewpoint to his Moscow visit is a 
much longer journey than De Gaulle’s prog- 
ress through the provinces. But who will say

100% a year Profits in Proprietary Hospitals 


Doctor Owners Reap Bonanzas, but the Patient Is Not So Well Off

The larger hospital, subsidized by 
federal, state and municipal funds, and 
aided further by the Community Chest, 
church organizations and private con- 
tributions, supports free clinics, con- 
ducts research and though ably ad- 
ministered, has never operated in the 
black.

for private hospital operations. To the 

amazement of experts in the field, 

these hospitals not only operated in 
the black but made incredible profits. 

A prospectus on a 50-bed general 
hospital in the San Fernando Valley 
showed the following figures for the 
1959 operation. At 86 per cent occupan- 
cy for the year, it reported a gross in- 
come of $627,385, which is a little over 
$40 a day for each patient. 

Against this there was a total ex- 
pense of $440,675, which included real 
estate taxes and all insurance but did 
not include depreciation on building 
and equipment. This left a gross profit 
of $186,710. 

Deducting the mortgage and equip- 
ment payments of $57,168 a year from 
the gross profit of $186,710 left a net 
profit before taxes of $129,542. This 
represents a 124 per cent return a 
year on the cash invested. 

This is not an extreme example of 
the proprietary hospital operation. 
There are proprietary hospitals that 
handle an abundance of insurance and

emergency cases where the income 
from the patient averages closer to $50 
a day. 

After the war the bed shortage was 
so serious that the physician, unable 
to secure sufficient beds in the larger 
hospital, gratefully took anything at 
hand. 

The physician, closer to the picture 
than anyone else and knowing of the 
enormous profits, started to build his 
own hospital. A dozen doctors with 
big practices could keep the beds filled. 

One corporation or partnership will 
own the land, building and equipment, 
lease them to a hospital operating com- 
pany at an enormous rental, thereby 
siphoning off any possible profit and 
putting the institution into a non-profit 
category. 

There are no federal laws govern- 


_ ing the operation of proprietary hos- 


pitals. There are some regulations in 
34 states. The Hospital Licensing Act 
of California is as stringent as any 
other. But under the practical admin- 
istration nearly anyone can qualify 
provided he is not an ex-felon. 

Why does the proprietary hospital 
make such profits when the larger pub- 
lic institutions historically operate in 
the red? There are several reasons. 

The proprietary hospital usually 
costs less to build. Hardly interested 
in philanthrophy, the owner complies 
only to minimum construction stand- 


ards. The hospital for profit does not 
maintain a free clinic, does no re- 
search, and runs with the minimum 
number of required registered nurses. 
Private hospital rates are as high as 
those of the non-profit institutions and 
in some instances higher. 

Proprietary hospitals have been ac- 
cused frequently of padding bills by 
overcharging for drugs and charging 
for items not delivered and services 
not administered. 


The Hospital Licensing Acts do not 
require a physician on duty at all 
times. They require a physician to be 
available—whatever that means. 


Therefore, there are hours during 
the day and night when hospitals con- 
taining as many as a hundred patients 
are without a physician on the prem- 
ises. 

Why does the physician use the fa- 
cilities of inferior hospitals? Some do, 
because they have been fired from the 
staffs of the larger hospitals for mal- 
practice. Others do it for lack of beds 
at the non-profit institutions. But the 
majority of physicians use the pro- 
prietary hospitals because they own or 
control them. 

The American Medical Association 
has stated that it is unethical for a 
physician to have an interest in a 
pharmacy because of the obvious temp- 
tation of overwriting prescriptions. 


Is a hospital less lucrative or are the 
temptations many times as great? In 
fact, it is the supermarket of medicine. 

Although the profit hospitals only 
represent 9 per cent of the beds avail- 
able in the nation today, it would ap- 
pear that if governmental aid is not 
accelerated, the investors will fill the 
broad gap and the patient will be pay- 
ing huge dividends. More than that, 
the patient not infrequently risks his 
life. , 


Move Against River Pollution From The Des Moines Register 


The Federal Government has filed a 
suit, the first of its kind, to stop the 
city of St. Joseph, Mo., from continu- 
ing to dump untreated sewage into 
the Missouri river. 

Representatives of the United States 
Public Health Service and the state 
health agencies in Kansas and Mis- 
souri have been trying to work out 
this problem for years. Kansas offi- 
cials contend the pollution originating 
at St. Joseph endangers the water sup- 
ply at Atchison, Kan. 

St. Joseph city officials prodded by 
the Government, have recoghized that 
the existing situation is intolerable 
and have made proposals for solving it. 


But they can’t get any co-operation 
from the citizens of St. Joseph. Three 
proposals for voting bonds have been 
rejected. : 

The problem is one which does call 
for tough action by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. However, there is no legal 
precedent to determine what the Gov- 
ernment can do to enforce an injunc- 
tion against St. Joseph if the Federal! 
court suit is successful. 

Obviously, the court wouldn’t order 
St. Joseph to immediately stop pollut- 
ing the river. And the court cannot 
impose a bond issue on the city or 
force St. Joseph citizens to vote for a 
bond issue.

There were 15 deaths reported 
from tuberculosis in the first 
eight months of this year, com- 
|pared with seven in the corres- 
ponding period of last year, the 
society said. 

Tital number of deaths from 
tuberculosis in the 12 months of 
1959 was 14. Of the 15 deaths re- 
ported between last January and 
August, tuberculosis was not dis- 
covered in two cases until death 
occurred, the Health Department 
said. 

New active cases in the county 
in the first eight months of this 
year totaled 108, against 71 new 

cases in the corresponding pe- 
‘riod last year. 

The society urged county resi- 
dents to obtain free chest X-rays 
from the organization’s mobile 
X-ray unit. The organization is

Two hours later, a call came 
from a Stevenson aid: ‘“You’re 
it. Go to it.” :

In his suite at the Conrad Hil- 
ton, Kennedy met late in the 
evening with aids and family. 
Little more ehan 12 hours re- 
mained before the balloting. 

Through the night Kennedy 
and his people ransacked the 


| city for delegates, most of whom 


had gone to bars or to bed, Far 

' off in France, Joseph Kennedy 
started making phone calls to 
political leaders. 

Jack Kennedy was able to 
reach some Southern delega- 
tions, who seemed favorable. 
The New England bloc was 
standing firm, except for New 

_ Hampshire, which had been for 
Kefauver since the primary vic- 
tory there. Illinois was friendly. 
What about New York's tat bun- 
dle of 98 votes? Tammany lead- 
er Carmine De Sapio came to of- 
fer support after a first-ballot nod 
to Mayor Wagner.

Even though Kennedy had 
stated to her that he approved 
the Senate’s censure vote, this 
seemed to Mrs. Roosevelt inade- 
quate.

THIS WAS THE ONLY group 
ofsmissile scientists in the Unit- 
ed States that had technical 
competence and experience and 
the research and development 
facilities of the Army’s Redstone 
Arsenal. 

The Air Force turned to a pri- 
vate corporation, Ramo-Wool- 
dridge, which also had no tech- 
nical experience with ballistic 
missiles, although they were 
competent scientists and busi- 
ness men, and had the capabil- 
ity of attracting a first-class

But while all these people, and 
the air frame contractors with 
whom the Air Force was accus- 
tomed to doing business, were 
learning from scratch about the 
problems of building ballistic 
missiles, the great Von Braun 
team and the Army facilities 
were engaged in the develop- 
ment of comparatively simple 
missiles, well below their capa- 
bility. 

The early Air Force studies 
that went under the name of 
Atlas were devoted to a rocket- 
boosted winged missile. Studies 
of ballistic missiles did not start 
until 1951. In 1954, full-scale ef- 
fort was started on the Atlas 
ballistic missile by the Air 
Force, Ramo-Wooldridge and 
Convair. 

IN NOVEMBER, 1955, the go- 
ahead was given for the inter- 
mediate range ballistic missiles, 
Jupiter by the Army and Navy 
and Thor by the Air Force. 
There was never any question 
about the ability of the Red- 
stone missile experts to develop 
the IRBM. It was merely an 
enlargement of the Redstone 
which was already completed. 
There was, however, very great 
question about the ability of 
Douglas Aircraft, the Air Force 
contractor, to develop such a 
missile. 

But such elementary consid- 
erations were cast aside because 
the Air Force feared that if the 
Army developed an IRBM, the 
Army and not the Air Force 
would be the service to use it. 
The result is that two almost 
identical IRBM’s were _ sep- 
arately developed and built in 
small numbers. The needless 
cost to the taxpayers is esti- 
mated to be about $1,000,000,000. 

The Army developed the abla- 
tion type nose cone for ballistic 
missiles for about $20,000,000. 
It was offered to the Air Force. 
But the Air Force spent more 
than $200,000,000 in development 
of nose cones, favoring the heat- 
absorbent type, and finally had 
to adopt the ablation type. 

EVEN BEFORE. it was de- 
cided to send a satellite into 
orbit for the International Geo- 
physical Year, the Redstone 
group. got together with the 
Navy in a satellite project called 
Project Orbiter. This was 
thrown out on the recommenda- 
tion of the National sre re 
of Sciences as a military pro 
ect. Instead the peaceful proj- 
ect Vanguard was given to the 
Navy to develop.

ONE DAY started on a happy 
note with a breakfast featuring 
more elegant fare, served in a 
more elegant manner, than that 
to which this editor is accus- 
tomed. Candelabra-lighted carts 
were wheeled to each table bear- 
ing individual servings of a 
whole pineapple, cut in ‘cubes 
and topped with fresh straw- 
News at this breakfast 
was that bite-size shredded rice, 
corn and wheat now are being 
packaged in individual boxes in 
assortments of nine, double cello- 
phane wrapped in defiance of 
the high humidity which so fre- 
quently plagues us in fhis sec- 
tion of the country. 

From the breakfast that day 
the editors moved on to a mid- 
morning ice cream social—a 
demonstration of how teenagers 
(or their parents) can concoct 
luscious sodas at home with in- 
stant beverage mixes and other 
ingredients which are easy to 
keep on hand. 

It’s no wonder that our waist- 
bands are a little tight this week, 
cofisidering that we went direct- 
ly from a plush breakfast to a 
mid-morning chocolate soda, to 
a luncheon menu that included 
such calorie-laden delights as 
vichyssoise with cheddar cheese 
sticks, veal birds smothered in 
mushrooms, maple walnut ice 
cream with brandied nectarines 
flambe and petits fours. 


THE RECEPTION preceding 
the luncheon highlighted a series 
of six ’’presidential-era’’ tables 
designed to show typical settings 
and typical meals of colonial 
times, the Jefferson era, the 
Civil War period, Theodore 
Roosevelt’s stag dinners, a prop- 
er state dinner and modern elec- 
tion luncheon. 

It was interesting to note how 
many of the foods on these 
handsome tables, dishes which 
took hours of skillful preparation 
are now available in convenient 
form. 

Theme of the luncheon itself 
was “‘Tomorrow’s Kitchen,” a 
bit of practical dreaming as to 
what we might find in the 
kitchen of 1970. These predic- 
tions (all made by experts in 
the food processing field) in- 
cluded freeze-dried foods, more 
items packed in pressurized con- 
tainers and tubes, more low cal- 
orie foods, more things avail- 
able in single service units, more 
foods ‘tailored’ to meet the 
needs of those on diets (six out 
of 10 families are now reported 
to have at least one member 
on some sort of diet). 

All of this seems reasonable 
enough, considering the strides 
made in foods and packaging in 
the last decade. As the speaker 
pointed out, the homemaker to- 
day takes for granted the fact 
that she can “‘buy vegetables in 
plastic wrappers that breathe in 
or admit needed air, and cheese 
in plastic wrappers that breathe 
out unwanted moisture. 

A visit to the Tea Center, 
opened several months ago in 
New York, was one of the high- 
lights of the week. It was es- 
tablished by the Tea Council to 
acquaint visitors with the his- 
tory and romance of tea, its 
merits and correct method of 
brewing. Here are interesting 
displays and exhibits from tea- 
growing countries, tea demon- 
strations, a pagoda tea bar 
where complimentary hot and 
iced tea are served all year 
around in the morning and from 
2 to 4 on weekday afternoons. 

The current displays portray 
the tea customs in 11 different 
countries, including the United 
States, India, Ceylon, Indonesia, 
Morocco, Turkey, Great Britain, 
Australia, Iran, the Eskimos in 
Canada, and Italy. Tea services 
and fabrics typical of the coun- 
try are fascinating parts of the 
exhibits.

He 
threw a halfback running pass 
to Joe Childress for a touch- 
down and caught three passes 
himself for a total of 65 yards, 
once gaining 42 yards this way 
in a major move toward the 
Cards’ first TD. 

“It could have been my best 
day; I don’t remember for 
sure,”” Crow said. “I know one 
thing. I carried the ball a lot 
more than usual.”

But all of it was wasted as 
Frank Ivy’s team drfopped its 
second successive game, follow- 
ing a 35-14 loss to the Giants at 
St. Louis the week before. The 
single St. Louis victory was by 
43-21 over the Rams at Los 
Angeles. 

Norm Van Brocklin, the 34-

ANDY GRIFFITH, who is so threconstructed by success 
and show busines§ that hé sounds like threé yards out in the 
South Carolina swamp, was asked about his accent the other 
day.

In this show he'll be known as Andy Taylor. Why? “Ah 
ast the same thing.

On the show Ah'm a widower 
with one child an it wouldn't do for me to be makin’ eyes 
at a girl if Ah was married 10 years.” 


He was asked how thi§ series would conflict with his 
serious acting. He promptly denied he was a serious actor. 
“Nevah have been. Always wanted to be a comedian. Always 
did. Best way to do coimédy is to do it on television éause it 
gets into lots of homés: We have a laugh track cause thé 
sponsor wanted one. Ah think even without it it would be a& 
fiininy show.” 

Don Knotts, one of Stéve Allen’s old gafig is on the show 
with him and they break each other up. 


“When we see the shows, Don Knotts tells me how 
furitiy Ah am and Ah tell him how funny he is. Ah 
miss real laughter but if you want to hear that you 
have to go to nightehibs aid Ali’ tahted of travélin’ 
racuhd.” He added wistfully, “Sometimes, the érew 
breaks up difii’ a petidtiiancée and that makes ie 
mighty happy.” 


Griffith spent about a year in “‘Destry,” a musical on 
Broadway, but he didn’t seem to get much nourishment out 
of it. “Ah got kind of tifed of it,” hé confessed. “It wasn't 
véry funny. It’s great whén you're doit’ somethin’ funny and 
the laughtér comés wellin’ tip outta that theré audietice 
like a wavé: It’s good when you gét laughter like that. It 
sure is good: But Destry wasn’t véry fury, hopé hot funny at 
all. A lavgh track isn’t bad providing you don’t have any 
teeny weeny jokes in the script. It's bad to havé a teeny 
weeny joké and get a big laugh with it.” 


You will hardly find anywheré a more modest actor than 
Griffith. “Ah have to play 4 variation on what Ah’vé always 
done because Ah’m limited.” You can hardly find another 
actor who will admit he’s limited but Griffith not only will 
but will elaborate on it. 

“Ah found out fot long ago on a ‘Playhousé 90’ just how 
limited Ah can be-uh. It was a ‘Playhouse 90’ that Ah think 
had a good deal to do with killing’ ‘Playhouse 90.’ "’ 


How about “Face in the Crowd’ when he was so 
sinister. Certaiiily that took talent? Griffith wariily 
denied that it took afiy taleit at all. 

“Nopé, Ah got iieah lookin’ eyes, Ah have. Cayant 
he’p it. All tah people got mea lookin eyes. Lak to 
scaré ya to death.”

The late Max Beer- 
bohm is the subject of S. N. 
Behrman’s “Portrait of Max” 
(Random Howse). 

As the céntral figure in the 
book, Max is éfititled to tell 
most of the jokes; and Behr- 
man, a seriipilous scribé, re 
cords them with relish. Max’s 
acidulous comment on his con- 
temporariés — Shaw, Hénry 
James, Barrié, Wilde, Rothen- 
stein—burfi with a@ lovely light 
on évéty page. 

But Behrman tells a few 
jokés, too. To encourage and re- 
ward the venerable dandy who 
sits stage céntér, Behrman 
modestly contributes a few ani- 
madversions of his own. “Al- 
though Shaw had no énemieés, 
ali his friends disliked him,”’ 
Behrman remarks. It is the re- 
mark of an agent provocateur, 
designed to cozen Max into am- 
plifying it. 


For this is a trué marriag® 
of minds. The Edwardian es- 
savist and caricatufist in his 
80s and the ROoseveltian 
comedy Writer in his 60s are 
well met becatise they take the 
same skeptical interest in the 
follies of their Contemporaries. 


But thé earéers of two men of 
letters could hardly bé more un- 
liké; Max was born in 1872 into

a comfortably garnished family 
in London. Accepting the pre- 
rogatives of his worldly situa* 
tion, he attétided school at 
Charterhouse, went on to Oxford 
and became a dandy afd litter- 
ateur simultaneously. To evadé 
the penaltiés of commercial suc- 
céss, he withdrew to Rapallo, 
Italy, ih 1910 and lived in placid 
retirement for the next 46 years, 
shivering in the winters in a 
small house with no central 
heating.

Inscribed: ‘‘We’ll see them for you, Pal”—in 
white carnations. 

When the curtain call came for Valentino, the streets 
swarmed with hysterical women who had built some sort of 
secret daydream around the Roman-nosed lover. 

THE PUBLICITY, naturally, was doing a world of good 
for the Valentino films. And not.doing Frank E. Campbell’s 
any harm either. 

It seemed only the right kind of gesture to do something 
for the hardy press whose prose was doing so much for them. 

When the smoke and action cleared and the last fainter 
hauled away, the press agents lined up the men who had 
covered the story. 

“Boys,” they said, ‘“we’ve been trying to think of some- 
thing good to do for you. And here it is.” 


They thereupon handed each man a ¢opper coffin- 
plate with his name inscribed on it. 

The idea was that you could turn in the recipient 
and the plate at the moment of truth. And Campbell’s 
would give him a first-class funeral. 


Campbell’s apparently has no information on how many 
of these rain checks have been picked up. (The lady on the 
telephone had to look up the date of the Valentino funeral—it 
shows you how soon we are forgotten.) 

But it was a sparkling gesture. And one which is well- 
remembered and spoken of. 

I stepped out of our hotel this morning into the fall sun- 
shine. And just to think of this gesture of man’s humanity 
to man made me fee] good all over.

Engineers Invade Mountain Fastness to Build Union Electric Pumped Storage Plant

LESTERVILLE, Mo., Oct. 10. 

ONLY A FEW MONTHS AGO, 
Proffit mountain, lying in the 
middle of the St. Francois range 
of the Ozarks, was a fastness 
penetrated only by an occasional 
hunter. Covered with timber and 
rising high above .the east fork 
of the Black river, the mountain 
stood in solitude, a granite mass 
whipped at the peak by constant 
winds. At the botton was a rock- 
strewn valley which discouraged 
all but a handful ofthe sturdiest 
settlers. 

Today roads as wide as a two- 
lane highway slash through the 
sides of Proffit mountain. Great 
earth-carrying trucks with loads 
up to 20 tons scurry in and out 
of a hole being dug at the moun- 
tain’s base. The roar of blasting 
breaks the solitude of the moun- 
tain’s peak and mammoth cranes 
and shovels and earth-moving 
equipment stand perched near 
its rim, ready to attack the job 
of scooping out some 6,000,000 
tons of rock from a gargantuan 
crater being made in the moun- 
tain’s summit, 

This‘ crater will be the upper 
reservoir of the $50,000,000 
pumped storage power plant 
being built by Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri. The giant instal- 
lation, largest of its type in the 
world, will not be completed until 
1963. Peak of construction will 
be reached by the end of next 
year and for the next three years 


the project will bring a $10,000,- - 


000 annual payroll into the area. 

Last April after purchasing 
some 3500 acres of land in Reyn- 
olds county north of Lesterville 
for the unusual project that is to 
be known as the Taum Sauk 
Plant, Union Electric engineers 
started work with the building 
of more than 20 miles of new ac- 
cess roads and the improvement 
of existing roads that actually 
were little more than trails. 

Next came the invasion by 
heavy construction equipment, 
big trucks, shovels, cranes and 
tractors. Now well under way 
at the base of the mountain is 
the excavation for the plant site. 
Here and in the channel, or tail 
race, to the lower reservoir on 
the east fork of the Black river, 
some 600,000 tons of earth and 
rock will be removed. 


Already laid are 12,000 feet 
of temporary air and water 
lines from the valley floor to 
the top of Proffit mountain. 
And in use are telephones all 
over the project, the first 
phones ever to be installed in 
the area. Temporary electric 
power lines have been brought 
in.from Graniteville, 13 miles 
away. 

“We brought those lines in 
over some of the wof'st terrain 
I’ve seen in 22 years in the con- 

struction business,”’ said Frank 
Burggrabe, resident engineer of 
the: Taum Sauk project. ‘We 
hacked out a 40-foot wide strip 
through timber and underbrush 
from Graniteville, across Wild- 


cat Mountain and then up here 
to the top: of Proffit mountain. 
We killed 11 copperheads and 
nine rattlesnakes and ran into a 
flock of wild turkeys when we 
got to the top of Proffit moun- 
tain. It took 90 men two and one 
half months to get this tempo- 
rary power line in here.”’ 

Any day now construction will 
begin on the 50-acre basin or 
reservoir atop the mountain. 
Into this basin, created by re- 
moving some 6,000,000 tons of 
granite and rhyolite, about 1,430,- 
000,000 gallons of water will be 
pumped during night hours. 

Surplus electric power avail- 
able at night will drive the 
pumps. In daytime the water 
will flow back down hill through 
a giant aqueduct to generate 
power needed for peak daytime 
consumption in St. Louis. 


The tunnel connecting the 
upper reservoir atop the 
mountain and the powerhouse 
at the mountain’s base will be 
more than a mile long. The 
upper part of the tunnel which 
will be cut through the solid 
rock of the mountain’s side 
will have a bore of about 26 
feet, equal to that of the Hol- 
land Tunnel under New York’s 
Hudson river. The lower part 
of the tunnel will be lined 
with steel to protect the rock 
cover from outward water 
pressure which will reach 
some 370 pounds per square 
inch as it reaches the bottom 
of the tunnel after plunging 
downhill at the rate of 360 
feet per minute. 


The lower reservoir on Little 
Taum Sauk Creek and the east 
fork of the Black River will be 
contained by a dam. Back of it 
will be formed a 370-acre lake. 
Once the lower reservoir of the 
project is full, there will be no 
appreciable change in the flow 
of the east fork of the Black 
River, but the lake itself will go 
up and down at the rate of two 
feet an hour. 


“We have agreed with the’ 


State Conservation Commission 
to co-operate as much as possi- 
ble to make the area safe for 
recreational purposes,’ Edward 
Rudolph, manager of the Taum 
Sauk project, explained. ‘The 
lake will go up and down two 
feet per hour and will vary 15 
feet up and down at the end of 
pumping cycles. We'd have to 
be sure that some fisherman 
wasn’t standing on a gravel bar 
when the lake was low only to 
be so intent on -his flyrod that 
he wouldn’t notice the rising 
water until it got up around his 
ears.” 

Rudolph, who has been with 
Union Electric for 28 years and 
has become known as “Mr. 
Taum Sauk” in his capacity as 
manager of the multi-million dol- 
lar project, explains that. the 
plant at Proffit mountain is be- 
ing built for less money than it 
would take to build a steam 
plant of the same size. The 5,- 
000,000 tons of water pumped up 
the mountain each night to roar 
down through the underground 
aqueduct during daylight hours

will generate 350,000 kilowatts of 
electricity. 

Today a lone tree stands atop 
Proffit mountain, bent before the 
30-mile-an-hour wind that contin- 
ually sweeps the granite peak. 
Called “the lunch tree’ because 
the men working atop the moun- 
tain eat their lunch in its mea- 
ger shade, this last growing 
thing will be erased soon as 
great shovels dig into the top of 
Proffit mountain. When the basin 
is completed, solitude will return 
to Proffit mountain and again 
settle on the peak from which 
water will pour in the daytime 
hours to provide St. Louisans 
with the extra measure of elec- 
tricity needed to meet the peak 
demands of power consumption.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Body Selects Nutrients 


“Dear Doctor: 

WE ARE STUDYING nutrients, vitamins and minerals, 
functions of food, etc. We are always told what too little of 
something will do, but never what too much of a certain ele- 
ment will do to the body. My question was: ‘What effect does 
too much copper have on the body?’ : 

“We are taught that we get sufficient copper from milk 
as it’ is pasteurized in copper equipment. What if one drinks 
@ great deal of milk, or of a certain brand of beer, for ex- 
ample, advertised as brewed in copper kettles? How much 
copper can one consume without ill effects?” B.B. 


THESE STUDENTS can bring up the toughest questions! 

We need traces of quite a few elements: Iron, copper, cal- 
cium, sodium, potassium, phosphorus, manganese, iodine, 
cobalt (not the radioactive type, of course), and others. We 
large amounts of some—oxygen, carbon, hydrogen, etc. A 
good deal of the hydrogen and oxygen will be in the form of 
water. 

In general we get what we need from whatever is available 
to eat. Maybe it’s the other way around: We learned, as crea- 
tures over thousands of years, to survive on what we could 
get! The Eskimo eats seal meat; the Oriental eats green veg- 
etables and rice; the tropical native gets lots of fruit; the 
western cowboy ate beans, tomatoes, beef. 


The human system knows how to capture the atom 
of this, the milligram of that, the ounce of the other, 
and use it, but to discard any excess. 


As to copper—well, we don’t get our copper from pasteur- 
izing our milk or brewing our beer (if any) in copper kettles. 
We get it in traces of copper sulphate, carbonate or nitrate 
in foods. The amount of ‘copper picked up from a kettle is 
negligible and we don't depend on that. 

Many and perhaps most necessary elements can be toxic if, 
by some distorted intake of drugs or chemicals, we absorb 
too much. But in natural foods, the processes of nature have 
not allowed too much of anything to be incorporated in plants, 
meats or milk. Of the slight variations, we have no fear. It is 
in the extraordinary cases that we may get too much, and 
suffer. As, for example, the few plants we know as poisonous. 
Given half a chance, the body regulates absorption. How? I 
don’t know. Nor does anyone.

- turned up in a round-table dis- 


cussion of the preceding discus- 
sion. He told assembled report- 
ers and editors that Khrushchev 
became angry during the “Open 
End” telecast on local station 
WNTA-TV when he learned that 
Radio Free Europe commercials 
were being shown during the 
station breaks. Susskind felt 
this may have hastened the So- 
viet Premier’s departure. 

The physical setup for the 
telecast found Susskind, Khrush- 
chev and the interpreter on one 
side of a table, facing the cam- 
eras. Khrushchev was in the 
middle, two bottles (presumably 
containing his favorite mineral 
water) were on the table with 
some glasses and paper. Simul- 
taneous translation was ruled 
out, so the questions and an- 
swers had to go through the 
more tedious consecutive trans- 
lation. The lighting and camera 
work were first-rate. 

Khrushchev did not appear to 
have on any makeup. During 
the long stretches when trans- 
lations were going on, or Suss- 
kind was asking a question, the 
camera played on Khrushchev’s 
face. He would blink, smile 
faintly, scowl or otherwise re- 
act to the situation,
